The allowed claims are 6-8, 12, 15-17, 22, 24, 26-28 and 34. The new numbering of 
claims is 1 through 13, 

The following is the reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest measuring moisture and fat and oil content in a sample by placing it into the pad 
where it is melted by heating in the microwave with eliminating excess of moisture, and 
calculating the moisture fi-om weighing process before and after drying and placing the 
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same sample into NMR for measuring fat and oil content through NMR relaxation 
measurements.
